F.X. Aubrey, 


‘ 
The St. Louie Republican cottains the 

following interesting skeich of this traveler, 

whose death wax mentioned last week: — 


In 1848 Mr. Aubrey waa introduced to 
dur renders as having performed the most 
temurkable traveling feat upod record,— 
Before that tiwe he was known to tix asin 
Merchant of preat enterprise, connected 
with the Sant Fe trade, going io and tio 
vith great promptness and success, but iv 
wae not until 1848 that he performed the 
journey between Santa Fe and Iedepen- 
dence, which gave to him his fune for pur 
severance atid personal endurance. Onthe 
12th of Seprember of that year. he left San- 
ta Be with the fotention ofinakeng a quick 
trip to the States, and he certainly aceom- 
plished it, He made the entre journey, 
of eight hundred miles, in five days and fi'= 
teen hours, It the traveling time only be 
counted, the exact {ime was four days 
and a half! During this time he slept ive 
tours only and ate six menly He broke 
down six horses, walked twenty miles on 
foot, and had to swim creeks and endure the 
tain for twenty-four houre, wad travel nearly 
nix hundred miles of that distance ip the 
mod. By the aid ofa steamboat, Which he 
found at Independence land ig, he made 
the whole distance troth Snoia Pe to St. 
Lonis ina little over teh days—},200 thiles 
No ous avcompanied him over (he prairies, 
and a portion of the land trip was al the rate 
ofone houndred and ninety miles tothe (wen 
ty-four hours, hia journey earned for Mr. 
Aubry the soubriquet of the «‘Skimmer of 
” aol he has worn it ever since, 
andthe passion seems to have been innate, 
for we find it announced by the telegraph, 
that dhe had undertaken, for a wager, to make 
the distance between San Francisco and 
Santa Fe in twenty two dave. Su sposing 
him te have performed it, then. taking hi+ 
‘nip in 1848 from Suntan Fe, he may be. said 
to have traveled fram San Francisco tv Si. 
Lonis in thiety-two days, 

Fora seriesof years, Mr. Aubrey was 
engaged tn extensive mercantile transactions 
hetween, Missouri and New Mexico—some 
limes extending his trade to Chihushua— 
andagnin returning to Missouri by the 
Sowhern route, throuvh Texas and New 
Orleans. Hs outfit of goods were almogs 
always obtained here, and he was generally 
successfy! in dispoxyng of thein 

To angh a man of enterprise, to conceive 
of an expedition from New Mexico to Cal- 
iforvin, was to execute it, He accordingly 
in 1852, we think, resolved upon an exped = 
tien totbat State, and touk with him seve 
ral thousand head of sheep. By his gaed 
management, he last very few, if any, of 
them, and his. enterprize was said, at th: 
lime, tohave rewarded him with & profi: 
of $70 O00. Mr Aubrey’s epirit of adven- 
ture, while it led him to shape jourheys for 
his personal benefit, always had aomething 
of public intereat’ connected with it, Thus, 
on one of bis expeditions between Indepen- 
dence and Santa Fe, he departed from the 
road usually traveled, in search of a hetter 
one, and so nice wag his disetiosination and | 
observation in this respect that it wae afier-| 
oda, by o« Topographical 
veer, and pronounced to be decidedly 
the best route between the twe  poiats 
And so, when returaitie from California to 
New Mexico be detenubined, apen the 
strength of hiv awn judgment, to tike a new 
route, and ascertain, if possible, the practi 
eability of a rante fora Railvond fo the Rio 
Grande —Fitting out an expedition at his 
own expense, he conducted it from Calitor- 
nia to Albuqnerque deiermning in his own 
mind the entire practicability ef the route to 
His journal. which we published

tore. Ot hard fights with the Indians, and 
imminent perils and sufferings during hix 
parsuge through a country then and now so 
linle known, he furnished many thrilling 
aketches, 

Last year Me. Aubrey again went ta Cal- 
ifornia, froin New Mexico, on a bnainesa ad- 
venture; and having accomplished his object 
he started on his returnto Santa Fe. His 
company. consisted of a dozen more persons, 
most of then natives of New Mexico, bat we 
donot recollect any special reference, in 
the California paper, to the time ia which he 
wasto perform the journey. The wages 
wae probably made afterwards, [fexecutod 
wvhin the time it goes far to prowe that a 
railroad to Calivornia ean be built on the
